During  the  year,  application  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Food 
for  the  adoption  of  the  Model  Byelaws  made  under  section  15  of  the 
Fo - d  and  Drugs  tot,  1938,  for  securing  the  observance  of  sanitary 
and  cleanly  conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with  the  handlin 
wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  sold  or  intended  for  sale  for  human 
consumption,  and  in  connection  with  the  sale  or  exposure  for  sale  in 
the  open  air  of  food  intended  for  human  consumption.  The  byelaws 
were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Food  on  the  5th  December,  1951, 
and  are  in  operation  from  7th  January,  1952.

This  Act  requires  the 
ration  of  premises  on  which  are  used  "filling  materials  to  which 
the  Act  applies”,  and  the  licensing  of  premises  on  which  rag  flock 
is  manufactured  or  stored.  The  object  is  to  secure 
clean  filling  materials  in  bedding  ahd  upholstery  and  local 
authorities  are  empowered  to  take  samples  for  analysis.

INHABITED  HOUSES 

The  number  of  houses  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  human 
habitation  during  the  year  was  3860.  From  this  figure  one  may 
be  deducted  in  respect  of  a  dwelling  house  for  which  the  owner 
gave  a  written  undertaking  not  to  rslet  for  human  habitation. 

40  new  houses  were  erected  -  34  by  the  Council  and  6  by  a  Housing 
Association. 


WAT  SR  SUPPLY

A  number  of  houses  in  the  District  (725)  are  supplied  with  water 
from  private  supplies,  which  in  some  cases  is  not  as  satisfactory  as 
could  be  desired.  17  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination,  11  being  satisfactory  and  6  unsatisfactory .  A  large 
number  of  the  premises  having  private  water  supplies  are  situated 
some  considerable  distance  from  the  nearest  mains.  Three  of  the 
unsatisfactory  samples  mentioned  above  were  in  ■ aspect  of  one 
dwelling  house  and  the  owners  have  been  notified  and  the  occupiers 
advised  to  boil  all  water  for  domestic  purposes.
